Dies After Crash 
Ramon Bazaldua. Sebastian Fox 
and Jesus Giran, the field hands 
who pulled the flyer out of the 
flames, said he apparently died soon 
after he was pulled clear. 
The crash occurred w hile Ussury 
was dusting a field in the Bay view 
Citrus Groves, about a mile west 
of the San Roman N urseries pack­ 
ing shed. 
Sam Baker of Los Fres­ 
nos said he believed Ussury had 
unbuckled his safety belt and was 
trying to jump from the plane when 
it fell. 
Baker has had about 15 
years’ flying experience. 
First Fatality 
C. W, Blackwell. Ussury*s em ­ 
ployer. said it was the first fatality 
in his organization, to occur during 
12 years of crop dusting in the 
Valley. 
Ussury had been employed by 
Blackwell about three months, com ­ 
ing to the Valley from Dallas. 
He 
lived at the Davis Tourist Courts 
in Harlingen. 
He is survived by 
his wife. 
He was a member of the 
I 0 .0 F. lodge.

Swarms Of Bombers 
Raze Capital

LONDON «Sunday)—Swarms ot 
Nazi 
bombers 
hurling

bombs on London for two successive 
RAF attacks on Berlin spread wide 
patches 
of 
destruction 
and 
fire 
through the heart of the British 
capital early today in one of the 
most savage raids of the war. 
With casualties mounting, large 
concentrations 
of 
the 
luftwaffe 
raged for several hours across the 
sky under the light of a full moon, 
starting firvs and then raining ex­ 
plosives into the very center of the 
■flames. 
A stiff breeze billowed smoke, 
flames 
and 
sparks 
across 
the 
metropolis, clouding the brilliant 
moon which reached full stage this 
morning. 
Hideous Night 
The sound of the zooming planes. 
the incendiaries and the blasting 
force of bombs from huge Molotov 
baskets felt hundreds of yards away 
made the night hideous for the 
empire capital. 
The RAF night fighters, who have 
bagged a major share of the 93 
German bombers shot down so far 
at night this month, played a part 
in attempting to break the full 
force of the Nazi attack. 
Their spluttering machine guns 
were frequently heard amidst the 
roar of the planes and bombs. 
The raid tapered off to a lull in 
the early morning hours and then a 
series of shattering blasts told that 
toe Germans were back again in 
full force. 
Firefighters, choking In 
heavy 
smoke, fought desperately to battle 
flames which razed modern build­ 
ings and reduced some older struc­ 
tures to heaps' of burning rubble. 
To step out into a street early 
this morning was like braving a 
blizard of swirling embers, some 
of them as big as silver dollars.

LONDON—Certain sections of the 
British press and public Saturday 
night received official disclosure of 
War losses of more than 6.000.000 
tons of British. Allied and neutral 
pipping with an uneasy clamor that 
«the whole truth” about juch re­ 
venes be laid promptly, henceforth, 
before both Britons and Americans. 
The admiralty’s statistics, in sum­ 
mary. showed this to be the price 
exacted by German mines, air and 
sea raiders on British ships and 
¡hips in Britain's service: 
Since the war began—1.443 m er­ 
chantmen. totalling 5.961.044 tons, 
sunk. 
This did not include an unspeci­ 
fied number of ships lost in the Dun­ 
kerque withdrawal from Flanders, 
last May and June These totalled 
117.816 tons, making the British. Al­ 
lied and neutral losses 6.078,330 tons 
in all. 
4.734..401 Tons 
In the past 12 months—1.098 m er­ 
chantmen. totaling 4.734.407 tons, 
sunk. 
For the first four months of 1941. 
January through April—368' ships, 
an aggregate of 1.617.359 tons. sunk. 
Losses for last month alone—106 
ships totaling 488.124 tons—were the 
first to be published as a monthly 
total and were announced early to­ 
day “in view of reports from Ger­ 
man and other sources.” 
On the other hand, the admiralty 
declared the Axis had lost 2.912.000 
tons by sinking, capture o* scut­ 
tling since the start of the war and 
said 600 000 tons of these losses oc­ 
curred in the past six weeks. G er­ 
many. it said, has lost 1.756.000 tons; 
Italy. 1.090.000 tens, and another 66.- 
IOo tons “useful to the enemy” has 
been captured or destroyed. 
Demand Whole Truth 
Some officials joined newspapers 
in a quick demand that the ministry 
of information set before Britain and 
the United State? all the tnuth con­ 
sistent with the security of a na­ 
tion at war. 
An editorial in the Evening News, 
sharply critical of the Information 
lenices, declared that: 
“The people of America naturally 
want to know, within reason, the 
full facts of the situation before the 
vital decision on convoying of Allied 
cargoes by United States warships 
.is. made by their government.” 
< ‘The clum sy treatm ent of the 
news of shipping losses has .given 
isolationists and pro-Germans in 
the United States a useful lever.” 
the Star contended. 
Officials Berated 
The Evening News berated what 
it called an officialdom which “sel­ 
dom has excelled itself more in iner­ 
tia and stupidity” than in its fail­ 
ure up to now to disclose the “grim 
lessons” of shipping losses. 
Official circles attributed release 
of the figures chiefly to the an­ 
nouncement by Rear Admiral Em­ 
ory S. Land, chairman of the 
United States Maritime Commis­ 
sion. that, he knew of only eight 
British ships out of 205 sailing from 
.America, to Britain which were lost 
in the first quarter of 1941. Official 
circles here said the figure was 
wrong and that it would give a dis­ 
torted picture even if it were cor­ 
rect.

‘No More Retreating* 


Churchill Pledge* Empire Armies Won't 
Fall Back Further In Middle East 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON 
Half a million empire troops garrisoning far flung British defenses 
in the Middle East afforded Prime Minister Churchill solid ground for 
pledging to Parliament that there would be no further retreat there, 
but it is at sea that Britain still has her best guarantee against dis­ 
aster at home or abroad. 
Sooner or later a conclusive test in the war of sea power versus 
air power seems inevitable. 
The seas that have befriended England 
and her empire for centuries are still today at once her greatest bulwark 
♦of security and her most deadly 
menace if she ioses in the sea-air

And the flret real pitched bat­ 
tle of that fight may come over 
possession of the Mediterranean 
Island of Crete, all that i« left 
of free Greece. 
Churchill has 
formally proclaimed an Anglo- 
Greek stand to the death on 
Crete. There only, except for the 
Rock of Gibraltar, have the Brit­ 
ish a toe-hold on Axis-dominated 
Europe. 
Crete is potentially a more vital 
base for the British than either 
Tobruk in Libya or much-bombed 
Malta 
in 
the 
Sicilian 
Straits. 
Churchill has said all these out­ 
posts would be held at all costs 
Whether or not Britain's fighting 
men can make good on Churchill's 
promise seems to depend primarily 
on the sea-power versus air-power 
equation, not yet clarified by 20 
months of war. 
Supreme Test 
If Nazi air power could achieve a 
Nazi army passage to Crete in force 
across 70 miles of sea from, the 
Greek 
mainland, 
the 
defensive 
value to England of the 20 miles of 
restless channel waters that guard 
her from a like fate at home would 
be perilously reduced. 
Essentially this war has reach­ 
ed a point where sea mastery must 
he the decisive factor. Failure of 
German and Italian air power, 
supplemented by submarine fleets, 
to wrest that mastery from the 
British navy, east and west, would 
balk Axis advance in either direc­ 
tion from the continent except 
eastward via Turkey. 
Fven there the Dardanelles-Bos- 
phorus-Marmora Sea water way im­ 
poses a serious obstacle. 
There is 
much to indicate that what amounts 
to a lull in the war in the east is 
traceable to that factor. 
Berlin is 
concentrating on threats in an ef­ 
fort to immobilize both Turkey and 
Russia, may even hope to achieve 
soon unopposed passage of troops 
through Turkey for a march to the 
east. 
Terrain Good Defense 
The terrain of Crete lends itself to 
defense against invasion. 
Its few 
ports and beaches are dominated by 
mountains. Given the guns and the 
men. its defenders could make in­ 
vasion a bloody and uncertain busi­ 
ness. 
What 
force 
and 
fighting 
equipment the Anglo-Greek allies 
have is a 
war secret, but the 
Churchill pronouncement indicates 
it is formidable—perhaps too for­ 
midable for the Germans to risk in­ 
vasion. 
In summing up events of the air 
versus sex power struggle, one 
factor definitely limiting air ef­ 
fectiveness and bolstering British 
hopes and courage should not he 
overlooked. 
Three times in this 
war British troops and French or 
Greek allies hkve escaped from 
seemingly impossible Nail traps. 
Each time It was British sea power 
that turned the trick. 
It saved 
British-French 
forces 
fleeing Norway, Flanders and the 
Greek mainland. 
The Nazi luft- 
waffe. for whatever reasons, failed 
three times to administer a final 
and crushing blow that could have 
shaken British morale and perhaps 
produced a negotiated peace on Hit­ 
ler-dictated terms. 
Negative Victories 
Those are negative victories for 
British sea power it is true, but 
their effect on British morale was 
great 
German air power was de­ 
nied the full possible fruits of the 
great Nazi successes shore to which 
It contributed. 
And British sea 
power still must be reckoned with 
to make Axis claims of complete 
victory realistic.

Credit 
for conceiving the newest direction 
finder goes to the combined genius 
of Reeder G. Nichols, Washington, 
chief radio inspector for air carriers 
of the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
and L. H LDuckey, Dallas, Braniff 
operations manager. 
Merges Other Devices 
Like the original direction find­ 
er, the new flight aid combines the 
marvels of the compass and radio, 
providing pilots with a dependable 
and automatic means of establish­ 
ing the position of his ship. Probab­ 
ly no other instrument, since the 
invention of the gyro instruments, 
has contributed so much to the full 
development 
of 
instrument 
or 
"blind" flying and radio navigation. 
The original Sperry direction 
finder, now used by Braniff and 
two other major airlines in the 
United States, features a compass 
face on which a pointer-needle 
automatically controlled by a ra­ 
dio station the pilot tunes in. 
Identifying the station, the pilot 
can thereby orient the position of 
his plane in flight. 
Principal feature of the dual di­ 
rection finder is two radio operated 
needles which, when each is tuned 
to different radio stations, tell di­ 
rections like hands on a clock tell 
time. A Braniff pilot therefore, 
with the aid of the dual direction 
finder, can establish a sky highway, 
on which he can unerringly guide 
his ship from one city to another. 
Or. he can tune one needle to a 
radio station to the right of his 
course, the other needle to a radio 
station on his left and where the 
angles of the two needles* positions 
cross on the pilot's airway map 
would be the ship's exact position. 
How Pilots Tune In 
For example, with the dual direc­ 
tion finder, a Braniff pilot can take 
off from Brownsville and proceed 
to San Antonio. After he completes 
his take-off he would tune one di­ 
rection finder needle back at a 
Brownsville radio station. The other 
needle he would tune at a station 
in San Antonio. As long as the two 
needles were 180 degrees apart like 
clock hands indicating six o’clock, 
he would be proceeding on an ar­ 
row straight course to his destina­ 
tion, Or, flying from Brownsville to 
San Antonio, the pilot could, for ex­ 
ample, tune one needle to Corpus 
Christi, on his right, and the other 
to Weslaco, on his left. Where the 
angles of the needles’ positions 
crossed on the pilot's airway may 
would indicate the plane's exact 
location. 
The story of the conception of the 
dual direction finder is worth the 
telling. Nichols and Luckey were sit­ 
ting in Luckey’s Dallas office back 
in January. 1940, shoftlv after Bran­ 
iff had inaugurated its Super-B- 
Liner service and pioneered the 
original Sperry direction finder. 
Nichols had just finished an inspec­ 
tion of Braniff’s radio navigational 
facilities and was congratulating 
Luckey on the performance which 
the airline was enjoying with the 
then new single needle direction 
finder. To demonstrate a point of 
discussion Luckey was using the top 
of a round tobacco can to simulate 
the compass face of the direction 
finder and a pencil to simulate the 
needle.

line airport. As a ship may approach 
! an airport for a landing, flying 
above the overcast and out of sight 
of the ground, point of orientation 
for the pilot is a radio range sta­ 
tion or beam station which is locat­ 
ed near the airport. After the pilot 
orients himself over the range sta­ 
tion he w'orks out a "problem” of 
prescribed turns and maneuvers 
which brings him under the over­ 
cast at a safe altitude and in posi­ 
tion to land. 
New Approach Seen 
With the dual direction finder 
Luckey forecasts that an improved 
approach procedure could be work­ 
ed out whereby a m arker beacon 
giving off a radio signal could be set 
close to an airport’s principal run­ 
way and in a direct line between the 
end of the runway and the range 
station. 
Under this set-up the pilot would 
first orient himself over the range 
station, either by the audio facilities 
of the beam or the visual facilities

That 
is, a needle will continue to point 
at a radio station even after the 
ship has paused over the station. 
In demonstration flights conduct­

MISSION—There is a significant 
degree of parallel in the cultural 
advancement in each of the coun­ 
tries of the western hemisphere, Dr. ; 
George I. Sanchez, professor of 
Latin-Americun education at the 
University of Texas, told 75 mem­ 
bers and guests of the Mission high 
school Alumni Association at 'their 
second anniversary banquet Friday 
night at McAllen. 
Latin Contributions 
Latin-American contributions to 
the intellectual life of the western 
world cannot be measured by any 
materialistic criteria, Dr. Sanchez 
said, but their basic contributions 
in art. literature and political sci­ 
ence have followed, the same basic 
trends in all the southern republics 
as those in the northern countries. 
In each country, there began to 
develop a clash between th customs 
and cultures brought from European 
mother countries with the native 
backgrounds as each colony became 
more settled, he explained, and the 
result is Americanism—expressed in 
the countries of Central and South 
America as well as in the United 
States and Canada in a democratic 
way of life. If conditions under 
which each of the 21 Pan American 
republics came into existence are 
closely analyzed, there is no funda­ 
mental difference. Dr. Sanchez 
pointed, out 
Educators would do well to bear 
in mind that the most important 
concern of spreading Pan-American­ 
ism through American children is 
to 'develop an appreciation of Pan- 
American cultures rather than that 
the students be taught merely the 
Spanish language. Dr. Sanchez said, 
stressing the importance and signifi­ 
cara of Pan-Americanism, in con­ 
cluding his talk.

biggest raid of the war on London, 
on the night of April 16. 


The terrific attack was unleashed 


last night and it grew in intensity 
as the morning came.

raiders directed their main attact 
at London, there were indications 
of some activity in other parts of 
the country.

the heavy bombs began to tall in 
London .areas and the raiders came 
down to,unusually low heights. 


Planes Swooped Low ' 


"It seemed they were almost as

down in flames—the 92nd German 
plane to fall before Britain's night 
defenses since May 1.

It was the second raid on London 


since April 19 and early reports 
indicated it was a large-scale at- 
tack.

high explosives. 


The Germans were quick to an-

Came tn Force 


Load after load of bombs crash- 


ed down and, the steady loud drone 
of the raiding engines gave evi- 
dence the Nazis were coming in 
force, 


As the night wore on and the 


assault became increasingly heav- 
ier the British reported three more 
raiders blasted out of the moonlit 
sky, bringing the total for this 
month to 9.5. 


The raid, the British radio said 


in a broadcast heard by CBS in 
New York, appeared to be the heav- 
iest on London since the big as- 
sault three weeks ago. 


The British radio said two of 


the German bombers brought down 
were seen to explode in mid-air, 
the third fell in flames and ex- 
ploded on hitting the ground with 
a flash that could be seen for 
miles, nnd a fourth went spinning 
down after machine gun fire was 
hoard. 


The Germans acknowledged that 


the RAF, in this second massive as- 
sault in a row, inflicted numerous 
casualties in the 'center of their 
capital and started fires in Mann- 
heim, communications nerve center 
of 
southwestern 
Germany. 
The 


British called the raid on Mannheim 
and Ludwigshafen, just across the 
Rhine, "concentrated and destruc- 
tive." 


Duels Over Channel 


Fierce sir duels persisted Satur- 


day over the English Channel, the 
British south coast and the south-

Scotland.

Spitfire and Hurricane fighters tore 
into cloud-hopping Messerschmitts 
dashing across the Dover Strait and 
Britons declared they broke up 
formation after formation of Nazis, 
sending them scurrying back to the 
French coast, 


A German plane was reported 


downed off the soulh coast and an- 
other badly damaged off Scotland. 
Shopping crowds gathered in the 
streets of coastal towns to watch 
the dogfights, but the planes were 
so high in the brilliant sky that they 
were barely visible. 


The RAF's other Friday night 


targets included the invasion ports 
of Calais, Ostend and Boulogne, 
Kristiar.sand, Norway; Ijmuden, The 
Netherlands; and airports in Nor- 
way and France, the air ministry 
announced. The bombs dumped on 
Calais shook the English side of the 
Channel coast.

had drafted an amendment to his 
"clean politics" law which would 
require individuals to report in their 
income tax returns all funds receiv- 
ed or disbursed for political pur- 
poses. 


Under his proposal, a special form 


asking the data on political contri- 
butions would fee sent out with the 
income tax blanks each year. Any 
contributor to or recipient of poli- 
tical funds'who failed to make out 
the supplemental form, or made it 
out frauder.tly, would be subject 
to the same federal fines and. jail 
sentences provided for income tax 
evaders. 


Hatch said the supplemental "poli 


tics form" would be .made public 
and declared that this in itself 
should deter large contributions. In 
addition, he said, the arrangement 
would make it easy lo'check viola- 
tions of any maximum which con- 
gress might fix on expenditures by 
central party organizations.

'The Whole Truth'

LONDON—Certain sections of the 


British press and public Saturday 
night received official disclosure of 
war losses of more than 6.000,000 
tuns of British, Allied and neutral 
shipping with an uneasy clamor that 
"the whole truth" about .juch re- 
verses be laid promptly, henceforth, 
before both Britons and Americans. 


The admiralty's statistics, in sum- 


mary, showed this to be the price 
exacted by German mines, sir and 
sen raiders on British .ships and 
ships in Britain's service: 


Since the war began—1,443 mer- 


chantmen, totalling 5,961,044 tons, 
sunk. 


This did not include an unsoeci- 


ficd number of ships lost in the Dun- 
kcrque withdrawal from Flanders 
last May nnd June. These totalled 
r.7.816 tons, making the British, Al- 
lied and neutral losses 6,078,330 tons 
in .ill,

Those are negative victories for 


British sea power it is true, but 
their effect on British morale was 
great. German air power was de- 
nied the full possible fruits of the 
great Nazi successes shore to which 
it contributed.

power still must be reckoned with 
to make Axis claims of complete 
victory realistic.

with the aid of the dual direction 
finder, can establish a sky highway, 
on which he can unerringly guide 
his ship from one city to another. 
Or he can tune one needle to a 
radio station to the right of his 
course, the other needle to a radio 
station on his left and where the 
angles of the two needles' positions 
cross on the pilot's airway map 
would be the ship's exact position. 


How Pilots Tune In 


For example, with the dual direc- 


tion finder, a Braniff pilot can take 
off from Brownsville and proceed 
to San Antonio.

U.S. SHIPS UP 


AIR WARFARE 


British Spurt Due To 


American Aid 


WASHINGTON — W) — The tre- 


mendous spun in Britain's aerial 
warfare this week was described by 
some military authorities Saturday 
as evidence that United States as- 
sistance is enabling the British to 
use both defensive and offensive 
planes in much greater numbers 
than heretofore. 


These authorities cited three re- 


cent developments involving plane 
supplies from this country as con- 
tributing to the RAF'S reported 
success in taking heavy toll of Nazi 
attack bombers and spreading de- 
struction over Hamburg, Bremen 
and other Reich cities. 


They pointed first to the huge 


and steady increase in American 
military 
plane 
production 
this 


spring. In March the output of both 
commercial and military craft to- 
taled 1.216. 
Last month the out- 


put of military planes alone was 
1427 
about equally divided 
be- 


tween training and combat craft 
with probably more than half of me 
latter destined for Britain.

-WASHINGTON—Dollars for de- 


fcnse are pouring out of the 


United States treasury at a rate 
of more than 24 million a day, five 
times as fast as last July when 
the program got going.

Expenditures last July amounted
